STOP ALL WORK 


Union Head in Nova Scotia Js- 
sues Orders for Full Pick- 
eting of Mines. 


SYDNEY, N.S., June 3-—-J. W. Me- 
Leod, president of district 26, United 
Mine Workers of America, announced 
tonight that beginning at sever o'clock 
tomorrow morning, a 100 per cent 
picketing poliey would go into opera- 
tion against the collieries of the Bri- 
tish Empire Steel Corporation in Nova 
Scotia, whosg 12,000 coal miners have 
been on strike since Marciv6 last, fol- 
lowing a wage dispute. This step is 
taken to mean that no unaintenance 
work will be permitted in any wf the 
mines whicg have heen kept pumped 
and ventilated by company officials 
simce the strike order was issued three 
months ego. 

“The move will affect every colifery 
in the, district and we intend to tie 
them all up before three o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon,’ said Mr, McLeod. 
New Waterford, where the company’s 
pump Gud power bose has been kept 
in operation by the strikers Locause 
they furnish power and water to the 
town as well as the mine, will be va- 
cated tomorrow morting, leaving the 
town without lights and water. Steps 
were taken tonight to lay in a reserve 
of water supply in all the homes and 
public buildings and it was stated 
that some patients might have to be 
removed from the hospital. 

President McLeod said the inavgu- 
ration of a hundred per cent picket- 
ing policy had come as 4 result of the 
refusal of Premier Armstrov.g of Nova 
scotia or the minister of labor at Ot- 
tawa to take any steps towards forcing 
a settlement.

chipped away and lost, but lines 46

ENORMOUS STADIUM 


PALO ALTO, | Ca) June ¢-—The 
athletic stadium at Stanford Univer-- 
sity, which seats 66,000, ia expected 
to be enlarged to aqpommodate 90,000 
by next football season 

This would provide the largest foot- 
ball stadium in the country Plans 
for the enlargement followed the big 
game with California Nov. 22, when 
90,000 people overflowed whe Califor- 
nia stadium at Berkeley, which seats 
16,000. Those who could not get into 
the siadium accupied a hilltop juat 
above it. Next fall the game will be 
pleyed in the Stanford stadium, and 
efforts will be made to take care of 
the throes sure to want tickets. 

The Stanford stadium was built five 
years ago. Designed by professors ip 
the engineering department of the un!- 
versity, it was hallowed out of 4he 
earth and the tiers of seats reat ugeinet 
terpa firma. The earth for the eides 
was thrown up from the excavation 
meade for the playing field. At pres- 
ent it is a horseshoe with an open eide 
used as a atraight-awsay for track 
events, to supplement the oinderpath 
thet ecircles the ed@e of the field. 
According to plans, this open space 
will be filled, making the stadium 
bowl shaped. More seats will be added 
by increasing the height of the em- 
bankment on al! sides. 

Interest in college football tn this 
region has increased so rapidly in re- 
cent years that,it has been hard for 
the athletic guthorities to keep up 
with it. Ten years ago a crowd of 20,- 
000 at a Stanford-California game was 
considered large. The California sta- 
dium was completed a little more than 
a year ago, in time for the big geme, 
which was held there two succese ve 
years. The Berkeley stadium is just 
across the ‘bay from San Francteco, 
while the Stanford campus is 24 miles 
down the peninaula from the city.
